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'Mndwdy 'witness to fatal 'drag race', pleads guilty to leaving accident scene

Some might say 
Andrew Pries, 19, of 
Antioch, got off easy. 
On May 5! lie was sen- 
tenced to six months 
in jail and 30 months 
of probation after 
pleading guilty to leav- 
ing the scene of a fatal 
accident. 

The crash took the 
lives of Jan Rodrigo 
Legaspi-Buduan, 16, 
of Undenhurst, who was driving a black 1999

Honda Prelude, a gift from his parents. His 
passenger, Alex Brown, 16, of Lake Villa, also 
died when the car spun out of control and 
struck a utility pole. 

Witnesses told the Lake County SherifPs 
Department they had seen a small white car, 
later identified as a Mitsubishi Eclipse, leave 
the scene. The Sheriffs Department received 
about a dozen calls from Antioch Community 
High School parents, leading to the identifica- 
tion of the Mitsubishi driver. 

Pries' sentence, which also includes 175 
hours of community service and atten- 
dance at a live, victim impact panel, was 
negotiated before his guilty plea was 
entered. Without plea-bargaining, the sen- 
tence could have been as long as 15 years 



in prison. 

In statements to deputies, Pries said he 
was in the right lane, heading eastbound on 
Gelden Road. He told police the black Honda 
overtook him on Gelden Road, west of Grass 
Lake, and lost control as it attempted to return 
to the right lane when a car approached from 
the opposite direction. Pries admitted he 
accelerated as the Prelude attempted to pass 
him. 

The Prelude went off the road to the left, 
re-entered the roadway and went off to the 
right, striking a utility pole and shearing the 
car in two. At the time, forensics experts esti- 
mated the crash to have occurred at 70 mph. 

Pries said he fled the scene because he 
was afraid.

The budget approved for the 2004 fiscal 
year will allow for a stronger police presence in 
the Village of Antioch. 

Trustee Scott Pierce asked why most of the 
budget increases were small, but police and 
water treatment showed increases of 10 per- 
cent. "I want to make sure these increases are 
to improve services," he said. 

Village administrator Mike Haley said 
those two areas were most in need of the 
added funds. 

"The police department intends to add 
three officers to the force," he said. "The village 
is growing, and we now have the extra 
resources to do that." 

Haley also explained the importance of the 
increase to water treatment. 

He said, "Our sewer treatment plant is 
near capacity. There will be more capital 
expenses in public works as it pertains to sewer 
treatment." 

When asked about future planning, Haley 
said both public works and the police depart- 
ment have five-year plans. "We had to get a 
handle on revenues and projected revenues 
first," he said. "Now that the village has done 
that, we can move forward." 

Haley said the budget also allows for three 
or four new vehicles for public works.

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Based on residents' requests, the Antioch 
parks and recreation department has created 
"family hours" for its skate park. 

On Saturday and Sunday mornings 
between 9- 1 1 a.m., use of the skate park will be 
limited to, those 10 years old and younger 
under the supervision of their parents. 

"This will give the younger kids a chance 
to use the park without the older and more 
experienced skaters and bikers," said director 
Laurie Stahl. 

Stahl also wants to ensure that those who 
did riot register' to use the skate park last year 
must do so before entering the park. Waivers 
must be signed by the parents or guardians of 
those under 18 years old. 

Registration stickers must be worn on 
safety helmets. A complete copy of the park's 
rules will be distributed along with the sticker. 

As the park is unsupervised, most of the 
rules were established for the safety of the 
users. 

First and foremost, new users must regis- 
ter' with the Antioch Parks and Recreation 
Department at 806 Holbek Drive, before using 
the park. An adult must accompany children 
between 6-9 years old. 

Helmets meeting or exceeding the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission stan- 
dards must be worn: ANSI Z90.4; SNELL B-90; 



or ASTM 1447-94. Accidents should be report- 
ed to 911 first (toll-free on the pay phone) and 
then reported to the parks department. . 

The. park's use is limited to skateboards, 
in-line skates and BMX (bicycle rnotocross) 
bikes. Bikers and skaters must take turns on all 
of the equipment. 

For BMX bikes, no metal pegs are allowed, 
though nylon pegs are acceptable. 

Users are asked to go with the traffic on 
the ramps and not against it. Additionally, the 
ramp should be clear of other users before 
another starts down it. 

Users should check the equipment prior 
to use to ensure it is safe. Do not use broken or 
wet equipment. Unsafe or damaged equip- 
ment should be reported to the parks depart- 
ment at 847-395-2160. 

Additionally, no personally owned ramps, 
boxes or other devices are to be brought to the 
facility. 

Obviously, intentional damage, including 
graffiti, is prohibited and subject to criminal 
prosecution. The skating surface should be kept 
free of garbage, shoes, backpacks and the like. 

Tobacco, drugs and alcohol are prohibited, 
as are weapons. Fighting will not be tolerated. 

Users should pick up after themselves and 
otherwise be courteous to the village, its 
employees and other users. 

The park is open from sunrise to sunset 
and may be closed for any reason the parks 
department deems necessary.

shows there's more in it for 

caddies than just lugging bags

t's 90-plus degrees. The shoulders are sore and the ; Teet:a¥§L 
aching from lugging around two golf bags for a majority, of tnelp 
day. But fresh air and a nice little chunk of change have made 
it all worthwhile. 

Gone are the days when the caddie, or servant hauled 
around bags for the 'gendemen' for meager wages. The first cad- 
die ever was believed to have been Willie 'Trap Door' Johnson in 
England in 1838. ' . ' 

But now, a couple of centuries later, the caddie has evolved ■'- 
into a pretty.integral part of a golfer's game plan, from reading the 
greens to getting the'accurate yardage to even playing the role of j_ 
psychiatrist when their player is shooting high numbers. 

Charles 'Chick' Evans, a renowned CIiicagcTamateur golfer 
who won the 1916 U.S. Open and U.S. Amateur, has certainly done 
his part of making sure caddies were recognized for their hard work and effort. 

For it was in 1930 that Evans joined forces with The Western Golf Association to form the 
Chick Evans Scholarship Fund, which has become the largest'privately-funded scholarship 
fund in the nation. 

Over 7,600 have graduated as Evans Scholars since the program's inception. 
One of them was Don Pieper, the current Head Golf Professional and General Manager of 
the Merit Club in Gurnee. 

"I was caddying at the Glenview Club. It (Evans Scholarship information) was up on the 
wall. A friend of mine said 'try it, the worst thing they can say is no,'" said Pieper, who wound 
up graduating as an Evans Scholar from Indiana University in 1984. "It's a great program, 
though. It's like a series of four, one-year contracts, as long as you meet and maintain all of die 
criteria involved. It really helped me out a lot." 

Ironically, Judd Hansen, Merit Club's former^caddy master.and present clubhouse engi- 
neer, also graduated from Indiana as an Evans Scholar. That's how hVahd Pieper met initially 
before Merit Club first opened its doors in 1989. Merit Club also has two caddies diat are cur- 
rently in school as Evans Scholars. Elliott Gruber, a sophomore, and Eric Carnick, a freshman, 
both attend the University of Illinois, which is one of 14 universities that have a chapter's and 
an Evans Scholarship' House on campus. Most of the schools are in the Midwest. Evans chap- 
ter in the program are also at universities in Pennsylvania, Colorado, Oregon and Washington. 

And speaking of criteria, to be considered initially for an Evans Scholarship, applicants 
must have: caddied regularly at a club for a minimum of two years, possess outstanding char- 
acter, be entering their senior year in high school, be in the upper quarter of their class and 
establish their need for financial assistance. 

Two gentlemen will be representing the area as Evans Scholars beginning with the 2003-04 
school year.

Hard work and a good working relationship widi the members at Ivanhoe helped Doug 
immensely in the process. 

"The members, head pro and caddy master — I owe them so much for helping me out, for 
writing letters for me and giving me recommendations," he said.

A Talk with.. John Malkovich 
By George O. Singleton 

The Dancer Upstairs," John 
Malkovich!sdebut film as a 
director,iis a political 
thriller that makes you 
think. You care about the charac- 
ters on both sides of the struggle, 
the corrupt government officials 
and the revolutionary terrorists. It 
is an interesting challenge to see a 
story and leave the theater wonder- 
ing who are the good guys? In fact, 
are there any:good guys? 

A police commander (Javier 
Bardem) is given an assignment to 
rout out a terrorist organization 
that is threatening to bring down 
the government in an unnamed 
South American country; though 
the story is based on actual events 
in Peru. Both the commander and 
the dance instructor he becomes 
romantically involved with operate 
oh multiple levels of sophistication 
in their personal and political lives. 
Malkovich believes that about 
10 years is needed to do justice to 
making a film about Iraq, he says, 
"Only history is the judge of what's 
right or wrong;" If there is a mes- 
sage in the film, it's not from the 



point of view' of the left or right 
political spectrum. Malkovich* says 
he wants to " . . .show what people 
do . . . to* show the cost of things;" 
Yes, the movie, .^complicated but 
he questions; "Aren't" people's » 
everyday lives complicated?" From 
this standpoint, he takes the posi- 
tion that it's not unreasonable to 
ask'people to watch, listen and 
think when they see a movie. 

No longer a struggling actor, ; 
Malkovich remembers quite well 
how long it took to earn his spurs. 
' For more than seven years, he , 
acted on stage and never made 
more than $40 a week.

If you are 
really paying attention, it hollers. 
What it asks is for you to decide. 
Just who are the good guys and bad 
guys and what does it mean in 
today's world? Either way, if you 
are interested in a film that helps 
you understand better what's hap- 
pening on our planet, don't miss it. 



Eddie Murphy is back; sur- 
rounded by cute kids in a 
film sure to appeal to 
young children and their 
parents, certainly to anyone who 
has faced a childcare dilemma. 

Yes, there's potty humor, but 
where it's most appropriate with 
potty training. Why this film earned 
a PG for language escapes us ... 
there's nothing offensive. The 
MPAA must have been thinking of 
another Eddie Murphy film. 

Charlie Hinton (Murphy) and his 
best friend Phil (Jeff Garlin) are 
downsized out of their lucrative mar- 
keting positions. Kim (Regina King), 
Charlie's wife is set to go back to 
work. Suddenly, their plans to enroll 
their four-year-old in the prestigious 
(read outrageously expensive) 
Chatman School hit a big snag. Run 
by the daunting Miss Harridan 
(Anjelica Huston), the school has a 
staid, no nonsense approach to edu- 
cation. No fun either. 

"Daddy Day Care" is bom 
when Charlie and Phil decide that 
since they're at home anyway, they 
can keep the kids, and take in a few 
others as well, to help make ends 
meet until they find new jobs. How 
hard can it be? 

One kid speaks only Klingon 
from watching "Star Trek," obviously 
a whole lot more than he should, 
and anotherMresses only irrfr#;|;-j [> 
"Flash" regalia, complete wimrhask 
sugar rushes, and no academic . 
focus, leave the guys clueless and the 
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kids disadvantaged. Charlie and Phil 
get it together by utilizing one of the 
tools of the trade in marketing, the 
focus group. They ask the young- 
sters what they want. Painting, story- 
' telling, to discover stuff while they 
have fun, and even good food. 

Marvin (Steve Zahn), the mail- 
room guy at the ad agency, makes 
the connection with the kids right 
away, when he delivers Charlie and 
Phil's last paychecks. He's never ■■;-■'■ 
grown up and away from the comic 
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books and super-heroes. Who knew 
he could speak Klingon? 
Enrollment drops at Chatman, as 
Miss Harridan snarls, "You can't 
compete with fun," Playing her 
character to the hilt, Anjelica 
Huston may get typecast. She 
appears on the screen and immedi- 
ately your jaw tightens; you know 
she's a meany. 

Not a great movie, but a wel- 
come reprieve for Murphy, after a 
few disastrous outings lately. Some 



good laughs and humorous criti- 
cism of childcare options are 
poked at here. Regina King is 
delightful as the understanding 
wife, and Steve Zahn comers the 
market on zany brainy. Stick 
around as the credits roll for 
Murphy's trademark outtakes, 
especially the precocious 
Khamani Griffin, who plays his 
son Ben. >-, .

Canoe race brings attention to 
one of Illinois' longest rivers 



^ n Sunday, May 18, the Des Plaines 
■ River Association will hold the 46th 




annual Des Plaines River Canoe 
Marathon. The canoe race, staged 
to bring attention to one of Illinois' longest 
and most beautiful rivers, attracts paddlers 
frorii around the IJ.Si and from abroad. • 

The 19.5-mile course attracts elite pad- 
dlers with high levels of technical expertise 
and training, who add excitement to the' 
event. However, the marathon is purely 
amateur, and the majority of our contestants 
are recreational boaters who come to enjoy 
the river with friends and family. This year, a 
new group registration procedure has 
allowed families or groups of friends to start 
the race together in the same heat and con- 
duct their own "mini races." 

The Des Plaines River Canoe Marathon 
offers 23 different registration classes to 
encourage paddlers of all skill levels and 
include many different sorts of canoes and 
kayaks. Each racer will be professionally 
timed, and receive both a T-shirt and a dis- 
tinctive patch at the finish-line of the 
marathon. 

More than 120 trophies will be awarded at 
a finish line ceremony at the end of the day. 

The race starts at Oak Spring Road and 
the Des Plaines River in Libertyville and fin- 
ishes at Cook County Dam No. 2 in the Cook 
County Forest Preserve at the comer of 
Euclid Avenue and the-Des Plaines River 
Road in Mr. Prospect.

An animal rights activist group 
is urging the immediate confisca- 
tion of 98 elephants and tigers 
belonging to a Grayslake circus ani- 
mal trainer. 

People for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals (PETA) responded to the 
U.S. Dept. of Agriculture's leveling of 
charges on April 9 which include 
alleged violations of the Animal 
Welfare Act against John Cuneo, 
owner of Hawthorn Corporation, 
which professionally rents and 
trains circus animals nationally 
from its headquarters in rural 
Grayslake. 

Those accusations say 
Hawthorn Corp. physically abused 
elephants causing harm and dis- 
comfort, failed to provide veterinary 
care to an emaciated elephant and 
unsafe public contact according to 
PETA director Debbie Leahy. 

Leahy said several of Cuneo's 
elephants have had deadly foot 
problems, human strains of tuber- 
culosis, bacterial infections and that 
the animals have come in unsafe 
contact with the public. 



"(Cuneo) has ona,pf the worst 
records we've ever seen," Leahy said. 
"We've been monitoring Hawthorn . 
for years. His elephants have been 
involved in rampages that have 
caused deaths and injuries." 

PETA, Lahey said, is most con- 
cerned about a 5 1-year-old elephant 
named "Loda,". which gained heavy.

local media attention in 1990, when 
it was given to Hawthorn from the 
Milwaukee County Zoo. 

' "(Cuneo) made an agreement to 
not usj3 her in shows," Lahey said. 
"He violated that agreement and 
now she has contracted a human 
strain of tuberculosis. 

"We're very concerned that if 
she's not confiscated soon, -she's 
going to die." • 

If PETA is successful in its push 



to liberate the animals from Cuneo's 
control, it would send the elephants 
to a sanctuary in Tennessee, Lahey 
said. 

"I've written to him in the past, 
appealing to let Loda retire," Lahey 
said. "He flat out refuses (to retire 
her). This year's charges are just 
some in a long history of rampages, 
violations and deaths linked to 
Hawthorn Corporation, according 
to a PETA timeline. 

Those include: 

•In 2002, Hawthorn was cited 
for causing behavioral stress/physi- 
cal harm and unnecessary discom- 
fort to "Delhi," an elephant, in April.' 
Chemical burns, PETA said, were 
found on its feet as a result of a train- 
er—who would later be fired, Delhi's 
feet were allegedly soaked in undi- 
luted formaldehyde, causing its 
front legs to swell to twice the nor- 
mal size.— In October, a Virgintan- 
Pilot story reported that a Hawthorn 
trainer, David Creech, was convict- 
ed on three counts of animal cruelty. 

•In 2001, two Hawthorn ele- 
phants rampaged at a Charlotte,

"These buoys are one of the best 
investments made by the FWA. They 
are well lit and more durable, pro- 
viding a safer waterway for the 
users," said Rob Rinkenberger, buoy 
and navigational supervisor. 

The construction of the staging 
area off Grass Lake is proceeding 



on schedule. The FWA will use the 
site to store miscellaneous equip- 
ment and essentials. With the 
cooperation of the Illinois 
Department of Natural Resources, 
the construction was able to begin 
early this winter, with an approxi- 
mate completion date for late in 
2004. 

Ackerman Island is also being 
maintained, and future engineering ' 
investigation to upgrade this sedi- 
ment drying site, the only drying 
site the agency has available, is on 
going.

Stalwart Crane still going strong 
after 30 years as congressman

As a visitor walks into the office of 
U.S. Rep. Phil Crane, one can see 
photos as well as some humorous 
cartoons from Crane's 1980 presi- 
dential bid. One noticeable one has then 
leading candidate Ronald Reagan, leaning to 
the right because of Crane's bid. 

Some 23 years later, the Republican 
Crane is still going strong, with enthusiasm 
against big government. His favorite phrase is 
"the government that governs least, governs 
best," and is; readying for yet another re-elec- 
tion bid in 2004. 

Crane spoke on a Friday afternoon, the 
day after President Bush (whose father 
George H.W. Bush was in that same presiden- 
tial race with Crane), made history by flying 
an aircraft onto the battleship USS Lincoln. 

"It was unique in that it was the first time, 
in war or peace, I believe, that a sitting presi- 
dent has flown an airplane. He paid tribute to 
the troops who had served in Iraq," Crane said; ' 

Trade matters continue to be one of 
Crane's top priorities, as he is chairman of the 
trade sub committee. His latest effort, a "Job 
Protection Act of 2003," would save 45,000 
Illinois manufacturing jobs. The package was 
announced last week in a bipartisan group. 
The bill would bring the United States 
within World Trade Organization (WTO) 
compliance and at the same time, protect 
U.S. manufacturing jobs. Action comes as in 
recent months, the European Union (EU) has 
threatened to impose a $4 billion in trade 
sanctions on U.S. companies unless FSC-ETI 



is repealed. Crane and Charles Rangel (D- 
New York), and Don Manzuilo (R-Ill.) have 
been vvorking together- with other lawmakers 
and a coalition of companies to craft a solu- 
tion. The proposal would phase in a perma- 
nent corporate rate reduction that would 
reduce the corporate tax rate on the net 
income of domestic production activities. 

"Trade is not a Republican or Democrat 
issue," Crane said, citing the.support from 
both parties. - 

"We all agree that we must repeal the.FSC- 
ETI exemption and replace it with a WTO- 
compliant solution. The issue is how best to 
dp it. Our plan would bring U.S.tax laws into 
compliance with the WTO rules, as well as to 
provide incentives for domestic job creation 
by U.S. companies and foreign subsidiaries 
operating in U.S. territory. This is a crucial 
component to any good solution," Crane said. 
"The elimination of the dividend tax will crate 
250,000 jobs a year over the next five years. 

According to a Price Water House Coopers 
study, about 3.5 million jobs in the United 
States are attributable to U.S. companies that 
benefit from the FSC-ETI tax benefit.Its repeal 
will result in an increase of more than $50 bil- 
lion over the next 10 years in the manufactur- 
ing base, which has been stagnant. 

Crane said that small businesses account 
for a huge number of jobs. 

Crane is proud of the nearly $80 million 
in improvements that he has brought back to 
his suburban district of Lake, McHenry and 
Cook counties. "But Illinois is still a have-riot 
state when it comes to getting money from 
Washington. And the people in Springfield 
learned from the people^in Washington," he

said. "We get back about 70 cents on the dol- 
lar what we send to Washington, It is naive 
for people to look to Washington to solve 
their problems." 

Crane, of Wauconda, and his wife Arlene, 
have been married for over 41 years and had 
.eight children and five grandchildren. 

The former college professor who suc- 
ceeded present Secretary of Defense Don . 
Rumsfeld in Congress, is chairman of the 
subcommittees on trade and health.He is 
vice chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. He was in line for that chairman- 
ship of the taxation committee, but Rep. 
Charles Thomas of California won the nod of 
Republicans instead. In addition to photos of 
himself and Mohammed All he points to a 
visitor, various knick-knacks and trophies 
presented from taxpayers' groups. He has 
earned "waivers" from his House colleagues 
to continue in those leadership positions. 

His 30 years, in elected office in 
Washington, D.C., has not been without its 
challenges. He overcame an alcohol problem 
that led him to take a leave of absence from 
Congress. He has been criticized by some for 
taking too many trade-related, out^of-country 
trips. Last year, he defeated Melissa Bean of 



Barrington in the general election, though, to 
win another term. He is.already facing an 
early primary challenger for 2004. "He is 
ready for 2004," says spokesman Sara Perkins.

Crane said.

•In 1999y Hawthorn* ; 'allegedly tried to use 
an elephant named "Frieda" in a public exhi- 
bition, because it had rampaged severaltimes 
while touring: with a circus. Frieda was back 
with a traveling circus in May 2000. , 

•In 1996,' two Hawthorn elephants, suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis, died within days of each 
other in August. 

•In 1995, a Hawthorn worker was allegedly 
instructed to beat an elephant with an ax han- 
dle, while food deprivation and electric shocks 
from. a cattle prod were used on an elephant. 

•In 1994, an elephant, "Tyke," crushed her 
trainer to death in an Aug. 20 incident. in 
Honolulu and injured two others and wreaked 
havoc on the city's downtown streets during 
rush hour.: Police shot theelephant 87 times 
before, it "died/ In December, a Hawthorn ele- 
phant died of tuberculosis. 

•In 1993, "tyke" caused the following: On 
April 21, it ran out of control at an Altoona, 
Penn. mosque, causing 4,500 children to flee. 
The following day, Tyke attacked a tiger train- 
er and on July 23, at the North Dakota state 



fair, Tyke trampled and injured a handler 
while running amok' for -25 minutes. 

•In 1988, a handler was observed beating 
'an African elephant in public where the ele- 
phant was screaming and bending down on 
its legs to avoid being'hit'. Tlie handler,; John 
Caudill, was said to admit to disciplining the 
elephant after it hit his brother and put a hole 
in his back with its tusk. 

•In 1978, a Hawthorn elephant picked up 
her trainer with her trunk and threw him into 
a pillar, killing the trainer. 

Cuneo and his company have had official 
charges brought forth only twice, said USDA 
spokesman Jim Rogers. The USDA regulates the 
Class G animal handlers' licenses, which Cuneo 
has. Rogers confirmed that those prior charges 
were dismissed— one in March 1998 and anoth- ' 
er in May 1996. Both times, Cuneo settled out- 
of-court for fines of $60,000 and $12,500 respec- - 
. tively in administrative court proceedings. 

"He did have his license suspended for 45 
days in 1998 and for 21 days in 1997," Rogers 
said. "You can look at the violations and make 
your own judgements. We have those who 
have violations arid we have those who don't." 

In 1997, CNN reported that a 3,000-pound 
baby Asian elephant, was stuck in an airplane 
hangar in Miami, later touching off an investiga-. 



tion which led to Cuneo's 21-day license sus- 
pension. 

According to the story, the elephant was 
"detained and denied travel into Puerto Rico, 
where he was to have performed because the 
USDA believes (it) may have tuberculosis. 

"Cuneo... knew about the elephant's ill- 
ness when he tried to take the animal out of 
the country. In a phone interview (with 
CNN) . . . Cuneo denied the allegation. 

"We had a permit for Puerto Rico, and 



they knew about the-TB ; and chest X-ray," 
Cuneo said in the CNN story. 

Cuneo was not immediately available for 
comment on Wednesday, the day the allega- 
tions and charges against Hawthorn and 
Cuneo were brought to Lakeland 
Newspapers' attention. 

At last count in 2001, Rogers said, there 
were 2,549 Class C licenses for exhibitors of 
animals. Cuneo has 60 days to respond to the 
current USDA charges, levied April 9.

Stukel demystifies 
status of II of I 

Criss-crossing Lake County a few weeks ago on a day-long 
publication relations visit, University of Illinois President 
James Stukel brought a message that at various times was 
perplexing, exasperating and inspiring. Sound confusing? 
Could be, but that's the job of the president of a major research uni- 
versity and a world class educational institution — administering a 
complicated business with a $3 billion budget and leading a great 
school to greater glory. 

Stukel, the 15th U of I president and first alum to serve in the 
presidency, himself becomes perplexed putting down what he 
termed myths associated with the university, that it's not afford- ' 
able, that students graduate burdened with debt and that the 
school has a bloated bureaucracy. Stukel explained that students 
from families with less than $40,000 income pay no tuition; four- 
year graduates have a "manageable" $14,000 to $16,000 to pay off 
and that the U of I administrative overhead is lower than compara- 
ble universities. 

No stuffy academic, Stukel brings the practicality and precise- 
ness of his engineering background to the presidency. He 
explained the importance of research as a "magnet for federal 
funds" and financial support from private industry. The typical 
faculty position at the Urbana-Champaign campus attracts 
$200,000 in "outside" funding. He said the average faculty pay is 
about $80,000 annually. "That's a good return," Stukel empha- 
sized. 

The University of Illinois is very cognizant of maintaining "Top 
10" standing in as many fields as possible, Stukel explained, 
because the prestige ranking is important in recruiting top flight 
faculty members, obtaining grants and endowments, and securing 
jobs for graduates. "Quality equates to opportunity," the presi- 
dent said succinctly referring to the jobs outlook of graduates. 

Without question, a major frustration for U of I leaders these 
days is diminishing state support for the flagship university, down 
now to 27 percent and falling. Each year the school relies more 
heavily on non-tax income to maintain academic quality and 
research leadership that results in such advancement as the devel- 
opment of the internet browser, which has resulted in a virtual 
cyber revolution. 

Ponder this conundrum as described by Dr. Stukel during his 
visit here: Private giving is an absolute necessity for the U of I to 
remain a top public educational institution. 

He didn't say so, but Stukel indicated a well-honed magic wand 
appears to be standard equipment for a university president these 
days. 

Risk squander of 
Forest support 

By pushing what amounts to an elitist and blank check 
agenda for developing the Fort Sheridan Golf Course, 
commissioners of the Lake County Forest Preserve District 
are in danger of undermining the strong public support 
for future acquisitions of public open space. 

The Forest Preserve District has enjoyed a remarkable run of 
bond issue support in an era when tax referenda, particularly for 
education rate increases for funding public schools, routinely are 
rejected by voters. Expressing their desire for more open space and 
displaying a growing understanding of the link between rooftops 
and higher taxes, Lake County residents have opened their pocket- 
books three times in the last decade to replenish Forest District 
coffers for more land purchases. 

That reliable support could be facing a recvaluation as commis- 
sioners develop the Fort Sheridan golf course in a manner incon- 
sistent with prudence and public needs. Public discourse on plans 
for upscale, expensive- to-play, tournament-style golf at Fort 
Sheridan for the most part has been negative. Under the guise of * 
economic development, the district's Thunderhawk layout, west of 
Zion, already fills that bill. We hear people saying that the Forest 
Preserve District doesn't need another expensive, difficult golf 
course. 

When Fort Sheridan was shut down as an Army post, the Forest 
Preserve inherited a broken down, ill kempt layout as part of an 
open space package. There is no doubt that the course needs 
refurbishing, but estimates of $8 to $9 million for a course with a 
"private club" atmosphere appear to bo excessive. 

The Forest Preserve District operates courses at Brae Loch and 
Countryside that are priced right and a joy to play for a majority of 
golfers. Fort Sheridan should be in that category, too. 
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Hometown honors late Gov. Stratton 



William G. Stratton, one 
of four Lake County 
residents to serve as 
governor of Illinois, 
will be memorialized Sunday, June 
1, with the dedication of the 
Stratton Room at the new township 
center in Ingleside. He was born 
and raised in Ingleside. 

The public is being invited to 
join Mrs. Stratton, who resides in 
Chicago, and guests for cere- 
monies honoring a governor gener- 
ally regarded as one of the top 
Illinois chief executives of modern 
times and a public administrator 
without peer. 

Theme of the program will be 
"Remembering Bill Stratton." 
Among those attending will be for- 
mer classmates and Fox Lake-

who authorized the work. He was 
uncanny," marveled Nash, who 
covered the second Stratton term 
as a Springfield correspondent. 
Stratton's two terms were 
unmarked by scandal. 

The Stratton Room will contain 
photographs, other memorabilia 
being gathered by members of the 
Fox Lake/Grant Township 
Historical Society and an oil por- 
trait being painted by jean Weliver, 
an art teacher, professional protra- 
turist and a resident of Ingleside.

No matter how 
well I write my story, trying to describe what 
he did, it's never as good as what he did. The 
words don't seem to be available." 

The basketball reference is appropriate 
here. My brothers and I all played basket- 
ball, so Mom must have attended hundreds 
of games. Her five sons were almost her 
whole life. 

We played in every park, in every gym, 
on every track and in every woods in our. 
hometown, but Mom liked it best when we 
played at homawhereishe knew we were 
close by and safe. Our lawn usually had four 
bare spots because of the heavy traffic at 
home plate and the three bases. 

Of course, we had a basketball hoop and, 
at various times, a high-jump and pole- 
vault pit, and a line of hurdles. 

There also was an apple tree that was 
great for climbing. After the five sons came

16 grandchildren, and the joke was that you 
could shake that tree at any time and a few 
little Pfarrs would come falling out. 

When I "was a little twerp my ambition 
was to someday pitch for the Cubs. When I 
had no one else to play with, I would spend 
hours in baseball cap and glove, throwing a 
tennis ball against the back of our house 
and fielding it on the rebound. 

One day when I was grown and visiting 
Mom, one of my nephews was out there 
doing the same thing. I had never realized 
how irritating was that constant "thump, 
thump, thump" of the ball hitting the' 
house. 

■ Yet, Mom had never complained to me 
about it. I guess it was enough for her to 
know 1 was in our yard and enjoying myself. 



We were poor during the Depression, 
but we were happy and clean. The sisters at 
St. George School used to praise Lucille 
: Pfarr, noting that "all five of the Pfarr boys 
have a clean and ironed shirt every day." 

During the 1940s three of my brothers 
went off to war. So Mom wrote three letters 
a day with the news from home. And 
prayed. They came back safely. 

And she was Mom to more than her five 
sons. We had a five-bedroom house and our 
friends were always hanging around or 
sleeping over. There would often be more 
than five for breakfast. Stan, "Swede," Bill 
and "Fritz" were just a few of our buddies 
who called our mother "Mom," just as we 
did. 

Our Dad, in his later years, became a lit- 
tle hard of hearing and was apt to doze off 
in his easy chair. When Mom wanted to talk 
to him and he wasn't hearing her, she 
sometimes would fling a small pillow across 
the room, bouncing it off his head. They 
would both laugh at that. 

Unfortunately, my wife learned that 
prank from my mom and now I'm the one 
getting hit by the pillow. 

Thanks, Mom. 
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of my father. Yes, "Education is the synonym 
of freedom." 

Little did my father know at the time and 
much less I, that by doing that, he was giving 
me the tools and training that f would be . 
using several decades later, in serving the very 
poor, the most under-served, the most under- 
privileged in the Greater Round Lake Area. 
However, there again, 1 realized that the 
biggest obstacle these people have is freeing 
themselves from the chains of ignorance, lack 
of knowledge and information. I remembered 
my father's words— "Education is the syn- 
onym of freedom." 

Years had gone by, when I found myself 



telling the same thing to my child. He, just as 
1 did, looked at me with incredulous eyes. But 
I, just as my father had done, knowingly did 
nothing in hope that one day, he will under- 
stand and enforce that— "education is the 
; synonym of freedom." 

I guess that is why I became a fervent 
lover of education. That is why, I do believe 
that education is and should be an unalien- 
able right, available to every single human 
being regardless of anything. 

In a country, that proclaims itself as the 
paladin of freedom, education should be first 
and foremost and should be available to 
everyone. Because of that, I would like to 



send a hardy, hurray. To the state senators 
and representatives, including State Rep. 
Mark Beaubien and Senator Steve 
Rushemberger, who have worked so hard to 
approve the Illinois bill HBG0 which will give 
many immigrant teenagers the opportunity of 
going to college, of becoming educated- 
because "Education is the synonym of free- 
dom" because they will be making this state a 
freer, better place to live.

Running roughshod 

There are a lot of unfortunate aspects to 
the Cook Memorial Library board meeting of 
May 6. ', 

The rump election of a slate of officers, 
read by one of the Gang of Five from prepared 
copy, was highlighted by a solid 5-2 vote on 
every member of the "Gang Slate." 

Incredibly, the candidate for vice presi- 
dent, Jack Martin, voted against himself to be 
elected and yet the Gang voted him in. There 
is no doubt that if Martin and Forester'were to 
make a motion to change a burned out light 
bulb, the.Gang of Five would have voted 
against them. 

To add to the ignominy of the evening, the 
hired hand lawyer ruled over arid over again 
that every point brought up by the minority 
members was wrong. The Gang was adamant 
in trashing Robert's Rules of Order and made 
a special demonstration of interrupting Tom 
Forester, a newly elected minority member. 

The unconcern of rules was so gross that 
die chair himself even made a motion, 
approved by the Gang 5-2. The preparer of the 
agenda, the outgoing president, even made 
sure that there was no public comment period 
specified and when the undersigned brought 
this to the attention of the chair, he belatedly 
and scornfully agreed and ruled to make it 
item 14 at the end of the agenda. 

The protest, that all past agendas had the 
comment period early on as the third item 
was met with cruel, stony silence from the 
chair. This, in spite of the chair jumping 
around the agenda like a drunken cowboy, 
"first choosing one item out of order and them 
another. Perhaps the most flagrant disregard 
of proper board leadership and protocol this 
attendee has ever witnessed. • 

With a dismissive, "The referendum is his- 
tory," the chair trivialized the outcome that 
district voters had delivered a smashing "no" 
message to the board by a 2-1 margin for the 
third consecutive time.

Management of mosquito populations in 
Lake County Forest Preserves has begun" for 
the 2003season following action taken by the 
Forest Preserve Board of Commissioners. 

The new Mosquito Management Policy 
was prepared with input from state and 
county public health, mosquito and conser- 
vation, experts, and emphasizes strategies 
consistent, with those recommended by the 
Centers for Disease Control. 

As prescribed in the new policy, the Lake 
County Forest Preserves are working with 
Clarke Mosquito Control to identify sites 
iwhere the types of mosquitoes capable of 
transmitting West Nile virus to people may be 
breeding. Monitoring will begin at such loca- 
tions this, spring, and a targeted larvicide will 
be applied at sites identified through the 
■monitoring. The larvacide is a bacteria, 
Bacillus sphaericus, that targets only mosqui- 
to larvae and is considered safe to other 
aquatic organisms and to birds and other 
wildlife. 

Only in extreme circumstances will the 
Forest Preserve District consider spraying to 
kill adult mosquitoes because of the potential 
for ecological damage, and questions about 
the effectiveness of spraying, according to the 
approved policy. 

The District said it will control only those 
mosquitoes that pose a significant health risk 
to preserve visitors or adjacent neighbors, not 
nuisance mosquitoes that do not pose such a 
health risk. Healthy, diverse natural areas 
found in Forest Preserves have natural preda- 
tors and processes that keep nuisance mos- 
quitoes in balance with their environment.

You at least want to be 
assured mat the doctor you have chosen is 
among die 'la creme de la creme." 

There is no other factor that may affect the 
results of cosmetic surgery as strongly as the 
doctor's level of experience. Make sure you ask 
about the doctor's experience regarding the 
specific procedure you are considering. The ' 
doctor should offer to show you before-and- 
after photographs of some of his patients who 
have had the procedure done. Also, talk to 
your friends and find out who they know who 
has had cosmetic surgery. Get the names of 
the doctors they used and inquire about their 
personal experiences. Keep in mind, your 
appearance depends upon your doctor and 
his skill at making you look good. 

. Example, one of my friends had his upper • 
and lower eyelids done. The bags and wrinkles 
which were previously pronounced, as well as 
the folds of excess skin that made Howard's 
upper lids droop, were gone. In my opinion, 
that surgery erased 15 years from his face. 
Howard looks great, and says he feels fantas- 
tic. The doctor he used might be a very good 
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choice for anyone considering the same pro- 
cedure. 

The terms, plastic and cosmetic surgery, 
are often used interchangeably to mean the 
same thing. In actuality,, cosmetic surgery is 
listed as one form of plastic surgery. Plastic 
surgery is generally described procedure that 
is dorje to change some aspect of a person's 
appearance or function. Often considered to 
be elective — not done for medical reasons — 
there are times when medical and functional 
reasons validate the need for plastic surgery. 
There are also some medical conditions that 
can cause problems which may be improved 
by plastic surgery. 

Someone who opts to have cosmetic 
surgery is usually unhappy with some aspect 
of his or her appearance, such as the above- 
mentioned wrinkles or bags around the eyes, 
an unflattering nose, breasts that are consid- 
ered too large or too small, or excess adipose 
tissue around the mid section. 

Another area of plastic surgery is recon- 
structive surgery.

Although his specialty is 
reconstructive hand surgery, he also performs 
numerous cosmetic procedures such as - 
facelifts, nose and eyelid surgery, breast aug- 
mentation, liposuction and tummy tucks. 

Dr. Steinwald said, "Anybody can claim 
he is a cosmetic surgeon. Ear.nose, and 
throat people are doing it. Some dermatolo- 
gists are doing liposuction. There are some 
who are good. Liposuction has gotten a lot of ' 
bad publicity because you don't have to be 
certified by any organization to do it. 

There are most definitely people out there 
performing plastic surgery who should not be. 
In most states a licensed physician can per- 
form plastic surgery without being board cer- 
tified. Again, check credentials and qualifica- 
tions, and make sure your doctor is board cer- 
tified by the American Board of Plastic 
Surgery.

The Health Department announces this figure 
to stress that obesity has hit epidemic propor- 
tions. Studies indicate that approximately 3d 
percent.pf, adults (over, the ; age of 20) nation- 
wide are obese. 

"Obesity is the result of excessive calorie 
consumption and inadequate physical activi- 
ty," said Toby Smithson, a . Health 
Department dietitian and spokesperson for 
the Illinois Dietetic Association. "Seventy-five 
percent of Americans are not getting the daily 
recommended amount of physical activity." 

To accomplish die recommended physi- 
cal activity levels, one doesn't need to spend 
hours at the gym. One can partake in a num- 
ber of activities, such as pushing a stroller, gar- 
dening, stair climbing, walking, dancing and 
bicycling. Following are more tips to promote 
healthy eating and active living: 

• Select sensible portion sizes of food. For 
example, feed your kids "kid-size portions" 
rather than super-size portions. Parents need 
to help direct their children to understand 
proper portion sizes. It's the responsibility of 
the parent to offer healthy foods, but it's up to 
the child to eat them. 

•Skip the fast food and buffet lines as a 
way to make low-fat food choices. Generally, 
fast food and .buffet style restaurants fail to 
offer low-fat choices and do not help with por- 
tion control. If fast food is the only option;., 
choose baked or broiled foods and watch the 
mayonnaise. I; 

■Eat no more dian 500 to 600 calories per 
meal. If you eat at a restaurant, save part of the 
portion for later. Restaurant size portions are 
often more than double the appropriate adult 
porUon, ranging from 1,000 to 1,500 calories. 

•Walk whenever you can — get off die bus 
early, park the car further away or leave it at 
home. 

•Use multiple strategies, such as make more 
low-fat food choices and simultaneously start 
an exercise plan. It is important to monitor 
what you eat while staying in shape. One 
doesn't work without the other. 

The Health Department calculated the 4 
million pounds overweight figure by taking 30 
percent of the adult population in Lake 
County, which is 132,746, and multiplying that 
by 30 (obesity is defined as 30 pounds or more 
over a healthy body weight). The total came to 
3,982,380. :; 

The Health Department offers programs 
to promote healthy eating, and physical activ- 
ity, which are risk factors that affect the obesi- 
ty and overweight epidemic.

HI Dr. Singer,; 

I've seen yon write for a long time 
about how you are not a fan of medica- 
tion when It comes to attention prob- 
lems In kids. My question to you Is this: 
when you have a child who Is always on 
the go and does not sit for anything, 
including meals, wli at else can you do? . 
Do you believe any of the symptoms are 
about attention?' I am not that keen on 
pills either, and would prefer to do any- 
thing else but that, but if I'm not going 
to do that, I have to have something else 
to depend on because I can't keep up 
with tills kid. LM. 
HiLM., 

Sounds like you have your hands full! 
Never fear ...in most cases there are alterna- 
tives to medication for most attention prob- 
lems. First I will say'that I definitely agree 
that there is a set of symptoms that can be 
grouped together and called attention prob- 
lems. I always have. What I have never 
agreed with is that all attention problems are 
medical in origin. I just don't believe that. 
Not with all 1 have seen. There are many suc- 
cessful alternatives to significantly improving 
attention skills and helping kids learn to con- 
trol themselves. That is really the main key 
here. Do you believe in the ability of your 
child to control his or her behavior without 
medical help? Many parents would look at 
their out of control child and think...never in 
a million years could this child control him or 
herself. But, many of the parents and kids I 
have worked with just hadn't learned the 
right things to do, to help that child learn that 
self-control. Once the right things were being 
done and practiced, things settled down 
completely. If you practice the wrong thing 
long enough, it becomes habit. Conversely, 
the sooner you practice the right thing, the 
faster you change it! 

In fact, that is the root of most of the 
attention problems I see. Bad behavior pat- 
terns have been allowed to go on too long. 
Bad messages and bad practice. Don't get me 
wrong here. I am not accusing parents of 
being negligent. Morej)ften it is about par- 
ents not knowing the next thing to do or not 
being consistent with doing the next thing. It

ts also difficult for some parents to hold kids 
responsible for outof control or off-task 
behavior. Once a child realizes that there is 
no consequence for standing while you eat 
dinner, if it feels good, they'll do it all the 
time. Just ask any of the families I have 
worked with whose kids did that regularly 
and stopped permanently when we used 
some very appropriate consequences for 
those actions. Bad behavior patterns are the 
norm and not the exception*. Not because 
there are lots of bad kids, but because all kids 
are human as are all parents and we ail do 
things that are not necessarily the best thing 
to do, but seem right at the time: So, we for- 
give ourselves, correct it and move on. 
Correcting it is easier than you think. 

Going off-task and losing focus is a 
behavior like any other behavior. That is why 
it responds so well to the same interventions 
that other behaviors do and why I have seen 
it get better so many times. 

Kids are naturally energetic. They also 
naturally get bored by things that are monot- 
onous. They don't naturally stay with some- 
thing uninteresting. If you remember back to 
your childhood, you didn't either/ 1 would lay 
odds on it. The only reason a child ever stays 
with something uninteresting is because they 
are taught to and they practice it. Also, if 
something says they have to, there is more of 
a chance they will. If there is nothing'there to 
make sure that happens, kids will do what 
comes naturally...only what is fun to them. 

Children who are having any kind of diffi- 
culty with processing skills can also go off • 
track and it is also logical why this happens. 
Difficulty causes stress which causes avoid- 
ance. Thus, anything else becomes interest- 
ing. The avoidance is what is mistaken for a 
lack of focus and attention. This is also a nor- 
mal response to a weak skill. No brainer!

Job Change Is A Tough Decision

One of Ihe most difficult decisions lhat most employees face 
is whether to stay In a current job or to start a job search. II Is 
difficult because few of us have the ability to tell the future, 

There Is risk Involved In these decisions. Here a two exam- 
ples; A single mom decided to change Jobs, primarily because 
of the autocratic styte ol her current manager. One month after 
she mode lhat switch to a different company, the old boss was 
Introduced to her as her new boss. In another situation, a friend 
who was offered a great opportunity decided to slay with an 
organization because of the security that the old, established 
firm offered. A year after he made thai decision Ihe organiza- 
tion was dissolved because some unethical business practices 
that misstated Ihe companies financial position. 
In retrospect, both decisions were bad choices. Yet, both peo- 
ple did a thorough analysis In order to make the best decision 
possible. So how con one make the best |ob decision possible? 
A lew simple steps will help. 

* Firstly, If there Is significant Immoral, unethical or Illegal 
aclfvily at ones current employer, it Is lime to find work else- 
where. Granted, In our specialized society few employees get 

'to see the global perspective that a thorough vision of these 
problems domands.'Bul when issues of thai gravity are identi- 
fied and Internal attempts to resolve them are unsuccessful, It 
is probably best to leave. Find another job. However, It Is nec- 
essary to deline the significance of Ihe Immoral or unethical 
behavior. The primary Issues are lhat a company is engaged in 
t activity that is not what it appears and Is endangering life. For 
example, there is the legend that a company was selling baby 
^iormula .that It know was not providing ihe needed nutrition. II 
.^jlogoJ.to put Bn Incomplete product on thq market. Although it 
.-.tl'ipynre selling It as a complete product or one could reason- 
ably expect it to be a complete product II is Immoral, 9 
, "?• Those who do not enjoy their Jobs need to make a decision. 
'The severity of the situation is again the key. If all ol tho posi- 
tive thinking, prayers and attempts to change the situation have 
not helped. II may be lime to look for a new Job. Tho severity 
can often be measured by the symptoms. Serious emotional 
illness, is a good Indicator that a change Is needed, 
Sleeplessness, loss of appetite, ulcers, and other stress relat- 
ed disorders are Indicators lhat a change may be needed. 

• For Ihose who want a responsibility change, a job change 
may be needed. In the posl, employees were typically looking 
for jobs that gave Ihem moro responsibility, and subsequently 
more pay. Recently, I have talked to many people who are look- 
ing for less responsibility. They are doing this lo avoid stress, 
lo spend moro lime with lamllyor lo spend more time on hob- 
bles. The question In this case usually Is the balance. At what i 
point do the material things that the money from our Jobs can 
buy loose meaning becauso of holes in other areas of life? 
These are not easy decisions, and each 'person needs to eval- 
uate the" benefits and liabilities on a periodic basis. Those who 
do nol use criteria, such as ihose listed above, could make lhat 
decision based make an emotional doclslon. That Is never a 
good choice.
